Hunt Them Down. 


To read of the large number of Americans who were helped 


home from Europe by the government at the outbreak of the 


war, 
and who have neglected to return to the treasury the 


money expended in their behalf, is enough to make one blush 
for his country! The list is long and hi most cases the amounts 
owed to the government are small, and it is quile safe to say 
that in 99 cases out of -100 there is no excuse whatever for 
failure to settle. 


At the beginning of the war there were large numbers of 


'Americans abroad, as there usually are in limes of peace, and 


".the conditions were such that most of them desired to return 


home at once. 
But banking was so disturbed that many of 


these travelers were unable lo raise ready money to meet their 
expenses. At this point the United States government stepped 
in and advanced the gold, taking the names and addresses of 
the tourists and trusting to their honor to square their ac- 
counts after reaching this country. Many of them did this, 
but many others have played the part of the dead beat, ut- 
terly ignoring their obligations, undoubtedly hoping and be- 
lieving fhaf/owing to the smailness of (heir .accounts, the 
government would never take steps to collect. 


In (his, however, they have been disappointed. H was re- 


cently announced that the names of (hose who failed to settle 
would be published, and now the publication has come. 
It 


has been found impossible to locate some of the delinquents, 
and (here is a belief that numerous persons gave fictitious 
names and addresses. 
Effort is now being made by the treas- 


ury officials lo locale the debtors, and where il is possible lo 
collect Ihe sums due il will be done, even when the collections 
cost more than the bills amount lo. 


To dodge these obligations as so many are doing is a shame- 


ful act. The action of Ihe government in an emergency was 
generous and timely, and every cenl owed by Ihe beneficiaries 
should be regarded as a debt of honor. The exhibition of petli- 
ness and dishonesty on Ihe part ,of those who were helped 
when they needed help is painful to all decent citizens, who 
share the hope that (he large number of men and women who 
are in realily no better than swindlers will be brought to lime. 
Smuggling dutiable goods inlo the country is bad enough, but 
il is''honorable business, compared with the repudiation of 
such a debt as Ibis,
